More About the 


Removal of Shells 


From Proving Ground 


Here arc a couple of letters in the 


public interest: 


Mr. Royce Welsenbcrger 
Deputy Prosecuting Attorney 
Hope, Ark. 
Dear Mr. Weisenberger: This will 


acknowledge receipt of a copy of 
your letter to the Commanding Gen- 
eral, U. S. Fourth Army, Ft. Sam 
Houston, Texas, dated May 31, say- 
ing that certain owners of land in 
*;he' former Southwestern Proving 


•rourtd area have been permitting 


individuals to remove shells and 
other dangerous materials, and rc- 
tjjifestlng that the army send some 
representative to make inspection 
and give instructions so as to re- 
duce the hazard. 


A large part of the Southwestern 


Proving Ground was declared sur- 
plus properly and assigned to the 
Farm Credit Administration for 
disposal. 
Since Its authority was 


scindcd last June;the Farm Credit 


Administration is no longer auth- 
orized or empowered to take any 
further official action with respect 
to any Of this surplus land, but it 
may be helpful to explain to you 
the procedure under which gov- 
ernment surplus land, and partic- 
ularly such iparts of it as were con- 
sidered contaminated were sold,

Every purchaser of such a tract 


ry j had actual knowledge of the con- 


tamination, confirmed by recitals 
in the deed whereby title to the 
'land was conveyed to him. More- 
over, the deed also included a copy 
of the Certificate of Decontamina- 
tion as part of the instrument, 
recommending that such contam- 
inated land be restricted to sur- 
face use only. The subsequent use 
to which the private owner there- 
after put his land was a matter 
.over which there was no control. 
Ye^t in the circumstances he neces- 
sarily in that event acted at his 
icril. 


In addition to that notice, upon 


delivery of the deed to the purchas- 
er, he received a letter advising 
him that if he discovcs a shell or 
other material, he should not at- 
tempt to remove or destroy it, but 
should notify the Army Division 
Engineer of the Corps of Engineers 
of Little Rock, Ark. A copy of this 
letter is enclosed in the belief that 
you may obtain suggestions from 
the Corps of Engineers if you have 
hot already had action taken as a 
^result of your letter to the Com- 
manding 
General.
